Mr. Thos. Earle, M. P., yesterday 
ifternoon received the following tele- 
gram from Col. Prior, conlirming Tiik 
Colonist's despatch of the morning: 

" Arrangements satisfactorily con- 
luded. Merchants can order goods 
now without any fear of stoppage.' 

I'lie arrangement proposed by Hon. 
Mr. Bowell to facilitate tho transporta- 
tion of lionded freight to this port aftci' 
its arrival at Tacoma, as staled in our 
Ottawa U^Icgrani of ycslerdiiy, will meet 
with giuicial ajipi-dval al tho hands of 
iiiiiKirte. s. The duties of the Canadian 
illicial at Tacoma will be lo break the 
Caineliaii seal and then check all goods 
in the bonded car on board the steamer, 
rile inanifesl so checked will accompany 
the steamer lo N'icloria, where tliey will 
b(! again checked over by a customs 
olticer into the warehouse. Kveiytliing 
having been found correct, the maiii- 
feal will be signed by the 
ollicer and deposited at the 
custoiii house, t'onaigiiees will then be 
able to obtain llieir goods l.y paying 
frcigliL. and without reference to the 
cm^^lom house. The arrangenient will 
save work al the custom bouse, and 
also 1(1 the importer, who under the 
prciciil rule of being required to furnish 
a certilied invoice h often seriously de- 
layed ill seimiiiig his goods. An in- 
voice may not have been sent or may 
have miscarried, and it ia at the option 
of llie collector whether goods be surren- 
dered or not. This dilliculty will not 
arise under the new rule. The change 
was auggeated some liiiie ago by Ap- 
praiser Milne to Mr. Young, the inspec- 
tor, and by him represented to the de- 
partment. 

It is not by any means a new prin- 
ciple, as both Canadian and American 
authorities have their oliicers stationed 
at various jioints to hasten the transit 
of bonded goods from one country to 
anollicr. Canadian oHicera are located 
at CJhicago, Duluth and Miuncupolia 
.luiiction to certify to bonded cars pass- 
ing lo Winnipeg or to the coast, while 
.'\niericaii otliccra are stationed at Van- 
couver and Winnipeg having similar 
duties. : ■\; ->>^: :- '■>!:.■■'.■ 

Agents of the railroad companies in 
the city state that they'liave no : doubt 
the new rule will meet the approval of 
their roads, who will pay the salaries of 
the Canadian officers at 'Tacoma and also 
at Portland. 

Following is a copy of the telegram 
forwarded by the president of the \^un- 
coiiver Board of Trade to Hon. Mr. 
Bowell : 

Vancolvek, Doc. 18, 1889. 
Hon. Minister of Customs, Ottawa : 

At a special meeting of the Vancouver 
Koiird of Trade held to-day, the follow- 
ing reaol alien iras unanimously carried : 
That this Board respectfully urge on ihe 
lion. Minister of Customs the import- 
ance of enforcing the Order-in-Council 
ies|)ecting the carrying ot Canadian 
bonded goods iu Canadian bott'inis ua of 
ital necessity to the best interests of 
Canadian shipping, iind involving aa it 
does the coiiiinercial progress of the 
whole I'l-dviiico of British Columbia; 
and this Board is able lo assure the 
Hon. Minister that tlicrii is sudiidcnt 
Canadian ahippiiig available to carry all 
these gooda.

l.oNOu.s, Dec. IS). — The Admiralty, 
aa an act of precaution in view of tlio 
possible atriiiniiig of relations between 
Kiigland and Portugal regarding their 
pos.^essions iu Africa, iias made a^range- 
nieiils for the transfer of the depot and 
hospital stores for the Mediterranean 
and Channel Mi[nadron3 from Lisbon 
Orders were recently issued for tho war 
ship Agaiiieiniion, at Zanzibar, to re- 
join ihe Mediterranean si|iiadron. 

esB orders have since been counter- 
manded and the vessel will remain at 
Zanzibar. There ia now no doubt what- 
sot ,er that unless the- Qovernnient at 
Libbon shall recede from its untenable 
posiiiou without unnecessary delay, 
they will find the republican uprisuig 
within her borders to be one of the very 
last of her troubles. 

The precautionary action of the 
admiralty in arranging for the removal 
of the naval and hospital stores for tho 
Meditei'raneau and Channel fleets from 
Liabon at any mo— ent the transfer may 
be deemed^ uecessary or expedi- 
ent, has aroused a surprising- 
ly intense and widespread war- 
like sentiment here. In addition 
to this measure the admiralty has also 
Issued orders to the Mediterranean 
squadron to remain until further notice 
within rea«h; that ia to suy, where the 
vessels can be cominuuicatcd witli by 
telegraph iu case ot any ovei t act of 
hostility or contumacy ou the part of 
Portugal. That the government is 
ihiiroiiglily in earnest in its rea(dve to 
call Portugal lo account for her 
Ireaclicry, rapacity and downright rob- 
bery in .South Africa ia certain.

THE TRUCK TESTED. 

And Found to Work satisfactorily— The 
New Kugino is Lluibertng Up. 

At 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
there was a general review of the fire 
fepartment at the Clarence Hotel 
corner, thejniuyor and aldermen. Chief 
.Vckerman of New Westminster, and a 
large and interested crowd of uitiz.eus 
being present. 

'J'he special object of the review was 
lo lest the new lerinl truck, under the 
lirection of the traveling agent of the 
makers, Mr. Jenkins, who ia at present 
in Victoria. The tirst jiart of the after- 
noon's prograinmo consisted of a test 
f the new steamer, which with 
heavy streams was found to work 
much better than on the oflicial test. 

Then the ladders of the new truck 
were extended to their full length, 
aoventy feet, and worked from the plat- 
form they were placed against the roof 
f the Clarence Hotel. A couple of 
men were sent up to the roof with 
line of hose, which they found difli- 
ciit to hold, aud a height of fifty feet of 
water from the nozzle was obtained 
oin there. 

After the practice teat of the truck 
the men were bunched on the ladders 
and photographed. Then the ladders 
ware wheeled from the building aud 
placed upright. Three men went 
lo the top, the chief engineer having 
gone up on til" day previous to see -that 
all waa well. Chief Ackerman, of 
Westminster also went up to see what 
the sensation of swinging seventy feet 
from the ground was like. 

Ou the conclusion of the test the new 
truck was duly christened "William 
Wilson," iu honor of the chairman of 
the fire .wardens, and -.the crowd dis- 
liersedaattofied.^-. 

This afternobiv an exhibition will be 
given of the portable extinguisher at- 
tached.to the truck, at tho vacant lot 
(joverninent street opposite tliu 
Windsor Hotel. 

The new truck ia om^ of tho latent 
iroduetiona of the Preslon Coni])atiy. 
t ia provided with a aevenly foot trim- 
.sed and back trussed auial ladder, 
which is raised by (ive or six men by 
moima of a right and left hand .screw, 
ly fasteiieiT to ihe tiiiiitable, with 
two nuts which move horizontally along 
llie screw toward each other, all strain 
on the screw or nuts lauiig overcoine by 
two aliding bars, which tlie rdlleis on 
the end of the nuts roll on as tlu^ laddor 
in being raised. 

Tho truck is fully eipiippi-d, li.iviiig a 
lifty feet Bangor ladder, one lliii ly feet, 
one twenty-eight feel, one twiuily feet 
single ladders, and one each fourteeii 
aiuf sixteen feet roiif ladilera, two aix 
gallon fire ex lingiiialicis, one Detroit 
jialent door opener, axes, picks, crow 
iiaiH, liroonis, shovels, forks, wrenches, 
lantorna, side lamps, etc. The ladder 
can bo used lerialty as a water tower 
with perfect safety. 

'I'ho truck in alao provided with a seg- 
ment Bteeringgear which tunia its hind 
gear and greatly facilitalea going to 
liies by turning sharps coi iicra rapidly. 
It ia provided with u patent tiller lock, 
by meana of which the hind gear is 
locked lirnily in one second, and when 
locked con l>e used without a man at 
tho wheel. A very nice soat, with 
leather cushion. Is provided for the 
driver. 

The working parts of the truck are all 
heavily nickkplated, aa arc all tho lan- 
terns ai'd t-uab.

How 
the editors, who are by no means iguor 
ant or stupid, allow such stuff a place 
in their columns is incompreheusible on 
any other supposition than that the 
American people prefer lies about Great 
Britain to the truth, and that they }pok 
up<)n~il; as tlieir interest; to supply the 
deiraiid for mendacity.
